ECOND only In order to the 

S world is this mightiy foe of 
the OhrlBtlan soldier— "The 
Flesh." Wlblle mot admitting 
the oft-Tepeated expression, 
"The Tforst devil I ever saw 
,____. was when I looked in. the 
looking-glasB," yet It is an undenjahle 
fact that the Fle&h 1e a most energetic 
bud'- uioBt successful ally of both tho 
World and the Devil. 

One- of the most dangerous features 
of the warfare against the Flesh has 
. been that Christians nave not, as a 
rule, a very extensive knowledge of 
Its character, nor a very decided be- 
V;:;i lr, Mr, ii\X suffiit? . So all™, iloss 
the Flesh parade in a guiae « friend- 
ship, and so seat-gratifying are its 
wishes, that the Christian Is thereby 
thrown off hla guard, and allured to 
defeat and ruin. It is esaentlal, 
therefore, that all should have a clear 
conception of the nature of tills en- 
emy, in order to cope with and over- 
come him. 

What Is Meant by the Flash 7 
The Flesh, or, in otner words, a 
human being, as Divinely created, 
may he described as a "trinity In 
unity." Go<l gave the mind as a 
throne for thought and. reason; the 
heart, as a seat for atteotlon and. 
emotion; and the .body, as a kingdom 
of atrsngCh, desire, autlan, and In- 
dulgence. Originally,, therefore, none 
of these can be called sinful, hetng, 
as we fhave said, the work of God'o 
own hand. Neither in there destruc- 
tion necessary in the interests of the 
soul, tout It is simply required that 
they should be subdued and brought 
Into subjection. ."The Flesh Is a good 
servant, but a poor master," Is the 
embodiment of a cardinal truth, and 
gives in a nutshell the reason of the 
warfare which r v GterlsHan soSdler has 
to wage agalnf.t this triune member 
ot the three-fold enemy. 
The Head. 
The mind— ^- tss sea* oi reason 
and thought- j may be described as 
the "head of the house." That it was 
so intended by the Divine Creator is 
ovWent from tta fact that He placed 
it in the iaead of -the human body. 
To the mind must come all the sug- 
gestions and proposals from without. 
In the mind ■nuiirt b» conceived all 
the plans and imrposes' from within, 
and through the mind muirt be con- 
veyed all promptings to desire and 
decisions to act hy the body. Tbe 
one great purpose of the Christian 
soldier, then; in respect to filie mind, 
must be to -»ve It brought Into sub- 
jection to the mind of Christ— that 
It may think aa He would think, and 
rule and .control its household lu. ac- 
cordance with the lawB and commaml- 

«al mind is enmity against Clod, for 
it Is not siiblect to the law of Gorl, 
neither Indeed can be,"' "Let this 
miud be In you that waa also In 
Christ Jcsuh:" "And be renewed In 
the BPtrlt of your mind; that ye put 
on the new man, which, after God, 
in vrenveii in righteousness and true

Then will lie" love the things that God 
loves, and' hate only the things .that 
God hatea.

other's. He will be honest In all his 
dealings, truthful In his statements, 
pure in his motives and ambitions, 
and- fcumbla in hla attitude toward 
God naid man. He vrai be !cya! to 
God and the right, and never betray 
his trust, in- principle or practice- 
Well- might the psalmist exclaim, 
"Create within ime a clean heart," and 

"God trieth the* reins and the heart" 
"Men Judge from the outward appear- 
ance, but God Judgeth the heart." "As 
a man thinketb In his heart, so is he," 
therefore, let us "sanctify the Lord In 
our aearta,"- that He may fulfill in 
w His promise ".that in Messing He 
wiii bless us, and in multiplying He 
will multiply us."

The nony — as the kingdom of 
strength, desire, action, and- indulg- 
ence — may he looked upon as a ma- 
t-hint), or tool; In ..the hands of tue 
mind and heart, as it is in itself In- 
capable of action, and must be di- 
rected and controlled hy tfcsin. How- 
ever, the bedy is a Vcij iiutortant 
factor, and cannot be too well under- 
stood, nor too carefully ' guarded; Of 
all things that require watchiug, none 
are more dangerous than a tool — 
whether it he in the hands of a me- 
chanic, a politician, a sharper, or any 
other person who wishes to u»e ii. 
So Is the ease with the human body. 
The -eye can see the pure and clean 
things around and adsslrc ihem, or 
It can, covet toe things that are base 
and low. .The ears can hear the songs 

. of the birds, the laughter of the child- 
ren, the voice of wisdom, or the call 
to duty, and rejoice at the one and 
obsy the otter, ur it can nil t&e mind 
and corrupt the heart with all sorts 
off fltthlness and nncleanness. The 
tongue can speak forth the praises of 
God, and the truth about men, cr it 
cam be used to blaspheme His name, 
to , lie against His people, and to 
curse His creature*. Tbe hands can 
be. taught to labor and toll for the 
good of man and .beast, or they can 
be used to injure and destroy. 
Through the feelings men are often 
crushed to the earth in their efforts, 
by discouragement and failure, or 
aroused to anger and Moo3shed by 
insult or injury, Taj-oug'j the appetite 
evil habits are formed, and In their 

. gratification, "men spend their money 
for that which Is nut bread, and their 
tabor for that, which will not satisfy." 
9o all nartB-and orrans nf the body, 
aa parts of the ■masterpiece of God's 
creation, are not sinful, hut are in- 
tended to be control l<"1 ex.* governed 
by the ordinances at God. Tbe purer 
the man or woman Is the more perfect 
will be the development of all the 
organs of the body, and, as a con- 
sequence, the htalthler wtil be their 
action.

Not much had loeea done there es- 
cept the burning of Jerome of Prasaa;

abuses reformed before a >ie™ pj-j 
waa chosen, gave way, and Martm 
IV. was elected. He hushed up mat- 
ters by giving to each nation for a 
time what amy rscst srsred far, but 
stared off say real reformation. 

But Hubs' degth had caused a ter- 
rihle uproar in Bohemia, beaded hy a 
nobEe called John Zlska. He mnrca. 
ed throngh Prague, stormteg the 
Council chamber, aad niurderlng iiu 
clergy. King Weniel was dreaifnUy 
excited at the sounds, and one of luo 
servants saying that he had kaona 
for the' last three days that .there 
would be an outbreak, he jumped ap, 
caught the man %iy the hair, and 
would have killed htm; but betas 
withheld by the bystanders, fejl into 
a at, and d(«* In 1419. Ziska, wlffl 
a banner, hearing the Chalice, m&tth- 
ed through Bohemia, et the head of 
an anny of n u rooka, sexes, and ages, 
committing horrid ravages, thougn 
they called themselves God's people. 
When a battle was fought, tie bade 
the "omen taie off their veils and 
mantles and throw them oa the 
ground to entangle the feet of the 
horses of their enemies. Though he 
soon lost his sight, he was a great 
captain, using a terrible iron mace; 
which heat down all before him, and 
he defeated both Slegmntttt and the 
Duke eff Austria. 

He died In the Pl-gne 1= 1424, bat 
Procop Holy was almost eqcslly su* 
cesafui, and' when, in 1431. tbe Coun- 
cil of Bas^e met to oonflfm the de- 
crees of Constance, peace was made 
with the Hussites, or Calistines, as 
they termed themselves in honor of 
the Chalice, and theiy were allowed to 
have the Holy Eucharist tn boiti 
kinds, freedom of preaching, and to 
keep the property of which they had 
rohbgd -the priests. 

After this. Stogmnnd was owned as 

queen, a wicked woman named Bar» 
bara ciliv, -ssa crowsisd at Trasaa; 
They had only one daughter, simsS 
Eileabeth, and Siegmund had glvea

He was afraid- at tois reputation. 
To have stood by Ills principles would 
have meant loataff the favor of the 
King and queen, and tbuugh he did 
not actually take part In the prosecu- 
tion and murder at the prophets, nor 
was ne a profligate as others, yet he 
never made any effort to remedy the 
terrible state of things existing. 

He wss olmlil sf losing his life. 
To be a soldier meant running risks, 
and possibly tmdangering bis safety. 
He was always a victim to the bogey 
of circumstances. While trying to he 



a Salvationist, he kept up a connection 
with the enemies of Qod and righteous- 
ness, Tience the cause of Ms weak- 
ness, cowardice, and half-heartedness. 

Elijah, the soldier, on tie other 
hand, thought only of God's glory 
and honor. He did mot consider his 
own gain, reputation, or safety, but 
put its .liiiWests o£ the Kingdom 
first. He knew Ahah's power and 
Jezebel's hatred, yet unhesitatingly 
he dbtu/B the call, alone raises the 
standard of purity and truth, boldly 
faces the king and nation, . and de- 
mands that no longer shall they os- 
rillato between God and Baal, but that 
a plebiscite should be taken. He ar- 
raigns them at the bar of their own 
consciences.

Many burghers arc clamorous to Join, 
and 300 enliBted In the course of a 
week. 

A party from the South African Coa- 
stabulary line, on the Waterval River, 
encountered, Feh.

A body or 150 mounted infantry, led 
into a Boer trap, lost twelve killed, 
some officers and forty men wounded, 
before falling iyaek iv a uiuckhouse.

International Items. 

A detachment of cavalry had to be 
requisitioned in order to disperse the 
Socialists, who aade a demonstration 
in favor of universal suffrage at 
Brussels. 

The Viceroy of India telegraphs that 
the famine outlook Is very serious. No 
rain has fallen, and the plague of rats 
in G-uje'.at. Hajpootana, and Centra! 
India is assisting in the destruction 
of the crops. 

Santos-Dumont'B balloon collapsed 
at sen, off Monaco. The aeronaut was 
rescued unhurt. 

The riots at Treiste are the grives; 
which havp happened In Austria in 
many years. The origiuai striae is 
Bupposed to he an outcome of Social- 
ist or Anarchist agitation. During 
Frlday'B rioL twelve- persons were 
killed and twenty-live wonnded, whili- 
on Sunday four persons met their 
death. 

The strikers at Trieste have re- 
sumed work, their demands having 
been conceded. 



Volcano and Earthquake. 

Two thousand persons, mostly ¥* 
men and children, perished as a result 
of the earthquake last week, and about 
4,000 houses were destroyed. Thirty- 
four villages of fcftp entinrry Bnrroiind- 
lug Suamaka, Transcaucasia, also suf- 
fered. 

To add to the terrors of the neigh- 
borhood, a volrann npnr tho vl)t~™ ^t 
Mnrflpy, t a Use r,-.Et— ard of Sliftuittku, 
has brakeu out into active eruption. 
A great crevice has appeared, whence 
immense flames and streams o£ Java, 
are being thrown out. The course c* 
the River Geonchaika has been altered 
iu consequence of the bed being 
dammed with narth, which h^s i)«uu 
dislodged by the cartha'uckc. 

Battalions of guards and detach- 
iiiuuts ot sappers, with tents, have 
been despatched to Sbamaka to aid 
in the work of rescue. The Red Cross 
Society 1b active In alleviating dis- 
tress.

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CHAPTER I.— (CoDCluded.) 
An Exceptionally Hard Time. 

There la no doubt (Jiat I h£d an 
exceptionally bard time as a book- 
keeper. I was under one who had It 
hard himself before beting made an 
overseer, and who boasted that he was 
going to train me to become a good 
planter. He warned me against get- 
ting to toiiow n.ny of the Jamaican 
credlea ('he meant those mostly white 
bom on the island) saying that they 
were JealcuB of Englishmen, and 
looked tfpon them as «on«tog to take 
away their bread'. This I found to be 
untrue. But be never gave me a 
clinkCt; to iuow many of them. So 
I was dependent upoa lilw lo a great 
extent, since, If I discharged myself, 
I thought I would have to take ship 
at once for home. 

Tlvss ic paid Taa £10 a year leas 
than what was promised me. The stop 
account Ubat I owed for bread and 
cheese generally ewatlowed up my 
salary, for the food sent down to us 
book-Joeepere was not as good as what 
the 'black (laborers in ad. Breakfast 
(at 11 a.m.) would consist, as a rule, 
of bolls* herrings, yams, a-nd bread- 
fruit ; aau uin-iieT (at 6 p. m.) of 
boiled salt fish, yams, hread*fruit, 
cocoas and plantains. So we had but 
two meals a day, and hart to purchase 
what else we wanted from the "coolie 
shop." 

OHAPTBR II. 
Throe Yeare' Slavery. 

But thlnss became still harder t'uu 
second year, wlhcn we haid to take oil 
a crop of 100 acres of "plant" cancB, 
besides a'bout 250 acres of "rattoons," 
estimated to product; BOO tons of 
sugar. To make It hardor, the cattle, 
which worked Hhe carts and wagons, 
g5t sore mouths, which had to be 
rubbed dally with salt and vinegar. 
Then the rainy season set In. when 
the crop was only half over. This 
moans that the sun would shine very 
hot every morning until about -noon, 
when llhero would be a sudden down- 
pour of rain, lasting for hours, anti 
until the rivers, trenches, drains, in- 
tervals «nrt roswls wrs one ahent of 
water, through which a poor boo!: 
keeper bad afterwards to plunge. It 
was with the igreaiteat difficulty that we 
could boll the cane HquoT Into [sugar 
at this time, since the fuel, which 
consisted ctf dhe crushed cnine, known 
as "dfly trash." and which should haw 
lnwn rtrted In the sun, was often quite- 
damp. We bad ■sometimes to roll 
dowin « ham™' ;f i^,. ,uiu the stoke- 
hole to belp make Are. 

Not only bo, but the overseer Bald 
(bat all "epelldag" must bo stopped, 
and that each bookkeeper (there were 
three of us) must' bo up and about 
t)ho workB every night. In addition, of 
course, to working 'hnrd evory day. 

How did wo manage It? It Is Im- 
possible, to do. without some sleep, 
hut for thn htt*W to caitcb Any of us 
sleeping , would mean that we should 
probably ,get discharged. Bo I used 
to lock-in.' the field bookkeeper In the 
curiag-houae (attached to the bolllng- 
housc) that he might get o sleep, and 
he would afterwards do me a similar 
favor. As the steam would condense 
™i ttiB eaivanized-tron roofing, and 
wnter wonM ; drop down, r:o used to 
place a n«w hogijbead on Its Blrle, and 
Bet Into it! It was rather rough and 
confining, but wfhnn one le really

not consider this. It Is really a terri- 
ble thing w have to do without sleep. 
I fell oc Jf I could have slept for a 
week, Jf I badbutthc chance. 

Things wore Ibad . when I was enjoy- 
ing good health, but when the- malarial 
*-svsr psriapa through the thousands 
of mcsqaltow— began to lay hold of 
no, aiid I lad rtlll to tramp through 
mud and wtyter, hot betas allowed to 
rHe, liife became not worth living. 
Someti-aes it -was as if a hammer 
were^trlkinl'&yfhesd while J walked. 
One-dS^'-I ffl&n%g«d 1» oresji Into an 



oM w-s.tebman's hut, where I laid down 
more dead than nllve, until some ne- 
gro laborers lifted me up and carried 
me to the bookkeepers' barracks. 
That Js, carried me home! 

When Ibe busier saw that I wan 
comUnually getting fever, he sent me 
down to the town — eight miles away — 
riding an old cart-mule that was ac- 
customed to call up tut every rum- 
shop'. I waited for hours to see the 
doctor, sitting on a door-step, amd 
eventually had to ride back with fever 
and ague; without having Been Mm. 
I had to bring back with me on the 
saddle the estate's weekly wages — a 
bag of £60 tn silver. And sot cursed 
for coming late! When, a few days 
afterwards, the doctor come to see 
the Indenture* coolies on the eatate, 
he gave me some mercury pills that 
salivated mj- mouth, ana. made me feei 
bo bad that I thought deabh was het- 
tSi', mm ao longed to die. Not that 
I bad made my peace with God, for 
I had put religion aside altogether, 
and there was no Christian near me 
to point me to Christ, In fact, 1 
seemed to have an fdea that since I 



converted, nor dirt anyone bbK ine 
about It, or say that It was necessary. 

Indeed, I was no better for being a 
ciiuicn member, i confess it »o my 
shame. I became ifoud of dancing, 
horse-raoiug, and every kind of world- 
UnesB, and so neglected my church 
duties more and more. Then I struck 
because a man who kept a rum-shop 
was appointed h«y-reader. The posi- 
tion had been offered to me. and I re- 
fused It, feeling myself unworthy. 
Afiter this I seldom went to oburch, 
but began to Investigate Spiritualism, 
with my wife and some others. She 
proved to be a powerful medium, so 
we had many a seance together, and 
gat some reraarkaole manifestations, 
which I now believe to have come" 
from the devil. Modern SplrltuaUcm 
Is much the same as ancient witch- 
craft, or having to do with familiar 
spirits. There Is Just enough truth 
In the ■conimiujicaUons received to 
allure one on, and enough falsehood to 
enable us to trace the source of In- 
formation. We eventually got afraid of 
the whole thing, since we could not 
sleep at olghtB, and often found our- 
selves under Satsn'c Influences dur- 
ing Uhe' day-time. Spiritualism — and 
I could -write it book about It — 1b a 
delusion at the devil. 

In 1879 we turned our attention to 
busineBB. with the ldsa of making 
monay and a position in Bociety. Our 
prospects were excellent. I had Berv- 
ed out my five years and been com- 
missioned 'by Bhe Supreme Court as 
a land surveyor- So I could earn 
about £40 a month, and still have 
Beveral 'days every week at my dlR-

£ HE Importance of all efforts put forth In the street, for the 
salvation of men. Is beyond estimate. Their far-reaching Issues 
and Bw6f±-travellng Influences are too fast for us to follow, 
or keep any track of. As with. the dew of the night, there 
1b no telling how far each drop will contribute to the beau- 
ties of the day, bo we iron rorm no calculation to what ex- 
tent amy word dropped upon the darkness of a hy-way will 
aldd to the glories of an eternal morning. 

The greatest spiritual movements the world has ever known have 
started In the streets. It was out upon .their native heath that 
the staunch hearts of the Covenanters met in the fellowship 
of saints before their no less saintly martyrdom. It was in 
the graBay auditorium of the meadows, with no other pulpit 
than a cotter's chair, that Joan Wesley 'gathered his vast 
family ul auirlluai uuljurau. IL was auini the din and derision of the 
iJhronsoa market-squares that William Whitfield scattered (.lie Arobrauds 
of Ms apostleship. And our mast organization of to-day is practically ttio 
outcome of an open-air meeting. Out of the thouHnnds of blood-washed 
warriors who to-day swell our ranks, numbers of our best trophies— some 
who are filling positions of Importance anld trust — were awakened and won 
for God nud tlo Army through tne singing ot a sons, the pleading of a 
prayer, or a simple testimony echoed at the corner of some highway. In- 
deed, we eannot estimate the throng of Immortal souls which win testify, 
ai the Brest nay at account, to tneir navlng 'been tlrat attracted to Jesus 
under the open canopy of heaven. 

From every standpoint open-air work is rich In advantage. 

It is Profitable to Us Physically . 

The mareh Is healthy, .by vlrtup of lis bringing to us Hxercise ant! fresh 
air, the two great essentials for the possession of good health and the 
accomplishment of good work. Numbers of our soldiers are daily occupied 
Jn c]oge confinement and under Impure atmospheric conditions — in over- 
tieaidd storos, crowded factories, steaming 'laundrlus, cnamyed workshops, 
or serve all day In the house, and, to say the least, the hour spent in 
the pure, fresh air cannot fall to be helpful. The sharp walk circulates 
the blood, and Is a Ijeneflclal change after the long 'hours of standing or 
sitting ; the sights around detract the mind from the previous worries 
and cares; the object of the mission iboth stirs the heart and cheers the 
spirit, and, therefore, I say that what we understand bty the open-air meet- 
ing cannot fail to be Invigorating to tbe whole system. 

Street opeaSlng and slngins are not, as suppoaou, .Injurious to the 
throat and lungs, and u-o only manifest our Ignorance do we speak of 
them an such. When out of doora, almost under any clrnumsfanoeB, wb 
can be sure of pure air, wJUch is tbe very sustenance of th<i lungs ; 
wHereas, In Dadly ventilated baV*, where the air. aided by tbe effects of 
a- large furnace, and tbe many di Cerent rtasaea gathered there, becomes 
laden with impurities, there is d much greater possibility of damage being 
done to those most vital orgen;= ;-,t the body. However, It should be re- 
membered that there Is a right and a wrong way ot using the voici-. 
Many soldiers who are frequent speakers tn the opeH«alr make the mistake 
of talking from the throat. This la liable to cause irritation and result 
In inflammation, which may affect the lungs, and nous puruiaucntly unds>'- 
nrln« the health, or, anyway, so weaken the throat eb to incapacitate 
tbem from becoming officers. This Is a veny serious error, and should he 
guarded against. DC ono does not naturally talk from- the chest, it may be 
acquired wJth some practice. 

Also the mistake Is commonly made of a much stronger and louder 
voloo fcsslng thousbt necessary to tarry the message to the llBleums ciunii 
than is really so. To be Veil heard Is more a question . of articulation 
than uniinkl, hnth in ihall and street, and If epeakSsg with the body suffi- 
ciently anpnntjex) with air, (» Is nniHom required to put tiodtic strain upon 
tbo vocal organa to make oneself heard. You need to take in the slzo of the 
crowd, gauge your distance, and speak accordingly. And, although it may 
bo a very cold night, with a sharp wlud blowing, aula a heavy snow falling, 
I do not think I need hesitate to assure you that If you can manage to eat 
a good supper, without eating too nmcli, to remember your ruBbera, keep 
up your ttorm collar, and carry plenty of good-win In your heart, yon 
will find open-air work, even in u Cauadian winter, profitable phyelcally.

There 1 
have fought my hardest battles, suffered my greatest hardships, gone 
through Che worst terrors, witnessed the greatest horrors, . exerted my 
hardest efforts, and 'It has been there I have experienced my sweeftest 
victories, iave wept the loveliest tears, seen the greatest of sinners 
saved, and the darkest of faces ahlcc, the saddest of hearts rejoice, 
undutlful parents reconciled to children, and prodigal children forgiven by 
parents under the gas lamp In the open-air. Therefore, I think' I can 
speak confidently when , I am on the subject ot the streets, aud I any <t 
warms up tlie ooui. 

It is Profitable to Our Reputation. 

Our open-air meeting Is the feature of oar work w.hloU hua distin- 
guished the Salvation Army from all other organizations in Its systematic 
regulation of missioning the streets. Many have copied us, but we 
have led the way, and will stand starlike In this particular originality in 
the sky of all religious iilatory. And while our street parading and re- 
nowned drum have brought down the amat "nomas of multitudes of people Upon 
our beads, arid Imprisoned our soldiers.and ripped our colore, they have been 
our recommendation to multitudes more, and made our flag to wave in 
lands and climes and heights otherwise, never reached. Fart of the world 
has 'blamed ua for these outdoor operations, but a much greater pa^t has 
pi-aiserJ us. Our open-air work has helped to convince every church of 
ihf prBKPiiT day that the Solvation Army is absolutely consecrated in its 
every branch and effort for tbe calvation of men. It has persuaded the 
world that our one and all-abaorhlng purpose is the conversion of the 
aoul.

Again, the opportunity of open-air work 1b exceptional m the fact 
that meetings there are frequently far more effective than those conducted 
in balls; while there are sorac circumstances against their Immediate 
resuflfra, .there are undonhtedly others very strongly In their favor. Many 
there hear the Gospel who would never ihcar It anywhere elBC, They are 
not bo hardened In savins truth as that class of Blnner. which frequently 
attend a place of worship, and where such are generally the most desper- 
ate- class of sinners, they arc not always the most dSmcuflt to reach. This 
accounts for the Tact that onr gresteBt trophies of 'grace, as a people, have 
heen won In the streets. 

Again, thssa who are. there are generally .there alone — not always, 
bnt generally — and we all know what a much greater ehamce God has 
with the soul when It Is In solitude, away' rroni ^binpanlona, relations, anil 
friends;' with none to nudge the elbow ttbea a deep impression Is mad", 
or laugh when the tear starts. 

Too, the gray ahades of a waning evening, or the darkness of a winter 
night, are conducive to strengthen the convictions which ifasten upon the 
soul ; ana away from the light end conventionality of an inside meeting, 
the signer will throw off any attempt to hide Liln true condition, when 
memories are stirred and mercy's story told, should the lips tremhle and 
the tears faW, it is noi so likely that the fear of detection will stifle the 
precious .feelings which prompt them, wmen. is so often the case In a lighted 
"'' ' hulialng. A sinner can think over his past wlllhont troubling as to how 
he looks while he does It. Oh, the priceless, Incalculable worth of these 
open-air opportunities! Now, while thev have ton so signally tclpfiil iu 
tne past, I want to ask the soldiers of this Territory, do wo make one- 
hair the use of them to-day that we ought ? Do we eelee the chance tlhey 
represent with that earnestness, zeal, and enthusiasm their vilaS 86- 
mands 1 Do the soldiers leave It all to the officers, and the officers leave 
it all to tie sold'lora f Tho open-air Is the hattle In Which officers and 
soldiers should Hnk bdnd in band, each taWug an equal share ltl the fight, 
and, if aniythlDg, the 'atS«Hero should have the greater. It Is their tralnidg- 
■ ground, their battlofleSd, (ihelr Bgiit, their opportunity of helplsg to turn 
the tide of the current of evil, and hit the war™ to aod. It. !s int., i'uls 
meeting tine soldiers should put much thought and prayer, as to the most 
effective truth to declare, the moat touching story to tell, the most con- 
vincing song to alng, the most pleading prayer to exhort, and the best way 
to win a sinner for Jesus, and make a warrior for the flag. If the true 
purpose of our open-airs is to be realized, my soldiers, we must, at least, 
look upon them as heing of equal value and Importance as the Inside meet- 
ing, ami deservdirg of as much thought, judgment, earnestness and prayer. 

A soldier, In order to dlschargr, his SaVi utiior iL-eaiuiuE un Oi>uu-nir 
meeting, should give careful attenti in to one or two points. 

FIRST, TO BE ON TIME. His >cing late may make the meeting late 
In starting, and a quartsr of on hour lost dn the beginning can never bo 
made up — It rushes snd cramps thicks the whole way through. The excuse 
thai aome comrade-soldier la albway.; late is no argument In favor o£ your 
Filling into the same error. You will never bring a, man up to your good 
ways by going down to his bad ones. 

TWO, REMEMBER THE PHRPCSE OF THE MEETING— that it Is 
exactly the same as a Sutiday nigh — the conversion of alnners. Not 
merely to draw attention and Tnafc<- a nolsi; — noise can be very helpful, 
and very hurtful ; not merely to xerclse the muscles of the drummer, 
altlhough the drum is Invaluahlc in iheue gatherings ; not merely tokecp 
the regulation and spend an hour in outdoor service, but for the great 
purpose, with Its far^renehlng issues of eternal contsequences for which 
Christ was crueifled on an open hill, on a very dark day, for the salvation 
of the soul. Oh, If you have only spoken a word that will hang etarllko 
In some Ekj, ur sung a song which will float In some ear, or stirred a 
memory whldh will fan. to a flame repentance, that meeting will he abund- 
antly worth while. 

THREE, PREPARE SOMETHING TO SAY. I think that officers 
would he ahle to rely upon a little more help from the r.ink and Ills la this, 
direction, if soldiers would make borne nrenaratln* for their personal aharc 
In these meetings. A little forethought woula make speakers of many 
who have hitherto been too nervous to take amy public part. It requires, 
less courage to speak what Js already In the mind than to rely upon the 
Inspiration/ of the moment, when', ton timid nature, tho vpry »&>:■> S f 
coming :. xo the front mwy narnijra!' rhe imagination, and prevent 
consecutive - thought, while to those who are accustomed lo. 
speak lug, ; ihow much more convincing will their remarks be; 
If they arc the outccnuo or pravlotm Luuugiii i It is a mistake to go to a. 
meeting without iiavlns the least ideit of what you are going to do, say, or 
alng,.. It ia taking from the hand of God a mighty opportunity and throw- 
ing It behind your back ; it is standing In the gate of the enemy ai n 
•BByiGsa orsSBieat, iubtead of a,n opposing force; it Is abusing our hest 
draw lor a congregation *n the barracks, and Is Ilablo to make us appear 
^u^iiwhiiMei «nld to have Utile ahillty, Instead of attractive. ht\a n^le. 
ite,*%siin&j#t8 , of. the needy, tho oad, the hopeless, and the wrong, which 
gfitttlir: ;%TOiihd our waving flu®, in sm&ll numbcTB and in larse numbers.

One of the granaest, most appetite, 
moat tender,' most permanent persuasive agencies in our open^Llf^^^ 
strallons has been our singing. It has attracted thousands and' t|^ ^ 
thousands ; It has lingered In saving InUueUce with thcuaandB and "to. 
uf iuousandB ; h has Deen liie wave wtnich has hnrne tht>u="sds aaii tpj" 
of thousands on to the shores of saving grace. There Is scarcely oie i 
us that cannot remember the song which helped our trembling feet to telle 
that step to Jesus. We cannot hear It now but that it wakes up tha on 
gratitude for the shedding or His blood to cover our transgressions,-^ 
we doing aa much to-fey with our singing In the streets as we uWtodo 
In the days of long ago? Sometimes I am afraid not, and i haVe~t5n 
wondering if it would not he a grand talas far all] Uhe soldiers | n tie 
Territory to make a new start in this direction, and let us see, Jarlgi 
rlrls Siege, how many sinners we can sing Into the Kingdom. 

You know there .Is a. right and a wrong way of doing evetytbhig, gj^ 
and small. 

There is a right and a wroHg way of eating your 'dinner— one' Whip 
satisfaction, the other Indigestion. 

There is a right and a wrong way of governing a catlow— one hrtags 
coramercls! prosperity, the other revolution. 

There Is a right and a wrong way of scruhhlng a floor— one is pro. 
fltaihle, the other is wasteful. 

There Is a right and a wrong way of controlling ed army— one brings 
order, and the other coa fusion. 

Why shouid there not be a right and a wrong way of singing J and 
wily, apart from study and care, ahoald we cot be Mkely to fall Into tte 
wrong way of doing it ad Itf all other matters ? 

To help towards this right W&y of flinging I would Bay: (a) a B g 
heartily. I do not mean by, this, make a fireat deal of sound, hut I mean 
that you obniild eiss with all your hesrt. In ctier wo™u, put your heart 
into what you slag. This will be sure to give a spirit «nd feellnc in tkj 
song which will make It to arrest attention, as well as to maks a Sielpful 
impression when it has done so. JJstlessness manifested in slnglaj.Ia 
damaging and, aa well, cruel. It Ib disheartening to the leafi- 
er of tho meeting, and it Is likely to make those who stand for i 
H>om=st ircu=d tht- iiug ihink you are too iftzy to do that small part for 
thalr saving, energetically and well, (b) Try and sing suitably to ths 
Immediate song— that Is, If It Is of the nature of "Just as I am," or "Rode 
at AgflB ; " cr "Yea sever can tell when ihe de&lii-lieliVi tolling," bibs it 
Wish as much expression Snd patuos S£ is yOatri'oie. being carefnl tn tssp 
a steady tline. If you are singing "And when I reach those pearly gat**,'' 
sing it With a buoyancy which gives all to feel there is nothing so' gl«- 
lotls as being on your Way to heaven, (e) Never forget all the way through 
td try and sing the words distinctly ; songs, of which the words cannot 
be ke2rd, do little, tf auy, good. ;aj IreilGW the leader, no matter -who 
that leader may foe. This Is the only way of keeping together, keeping 
any kind of time, and of singing with aay effect, (c) Sing softly when 
asked. The effect of a heflrt-stlrrlng song, sung softly by a group of sol- 
diers, although It may he small, Is magnetic, and Is often more prerallnw 
than a whole sermon preached. And lastly on this point I would eay, 
sing always. Join In, begin as soon as the verse or chorus Is startefl. Do 
not wait, as is the case with so many, until the song Is half borough, hut 
»t»rt "t the commencement, and slag rigfct away tv the end. If you can 
be neglectful In this respect in the harraeks, I beseech you to give it 
your most hearty, most enthusiastic, assistance in the street, Temaaber- 
ing that when singing you arc charging upon the enemy's forced wltfe a 
heavy artillery. 

FIVE, BE IN EARNEST. You cannot be too careful to manifest that 
earnestness which declares your unwavering belief In the great truths you 
speak ; your 'belief in the horrors of guilt, with all Its terrible conse- 
quences ; in the Wdgment. with »1! its great realities ; In heaven, wilt 
all Ita glories ; a hell, with all its terrors ; in the love of CahanJ-'a 
Lamb, with Its limitless mercy to forgive, and ability to save. A general 
attitude of earnestness In those' who take part in the meetlug Will bring 
a much v.'e!sntler InSui-ute to bear upon the crowd than any other Im- 
pression can do. 

Guard against any useless chattering around the ting— idle conver- 
sations one with another. The devil too often steals la through this 
loophole, and carries the whole thing his way. destroying any atom Of 
feeling that might have gone for good. 

SIX, SEEK TO BE MILITARY IN YOUS APPEARANCE. We are a 
military organization, and lino three great rules governing military attire 
are cleanliness, tidiness, and uniformity. I know, tor various rcsams, 
soldiers eaanot ftiwayo utteim the week-night open-airs in iuil uulftBW- 
In many cases they come straight from their work, and have not the Uiu« 
to m«ke the change.

CHAPTER XXVII. 

Heart-burn.— This unpleasant affec- 
tion ha,3 nothing to do with the beart. 
It la the result of fermentation of the 
fouil, which produces Irritating acids. 
These are thrown up into the mouth, 
producing a burning Herniation, A 
few alps of hot or 00M water will 
commonly give relief. 

Sometimes a warm water emetic la 
required. Soda and magnesia, wWc*. 
are bo often used, are productive of 
a v<wt amount Of mlachlrf. They 
never cure, but Increase the real dla- 
eoae, and Bometlmea cause fatal in- 
jury to the stomach and Intestines. 
A teaapoemrua of wheat cr-areoal, tak- 
en Immediately after a meal, Is an 
excellent non-medicine! remedy for 
tJhls uncomfortable derangement of 
digestion. 

Headache maiy be caused either by 
an exct-Bs or a deficiency of blood in 
lue bralu. It is quite probable that 
headache la as frequently the result 
of a diminished blood-supply as of an 
exceas of blood. Headache due to ex- 
cess of 'hlood is usually accompanied 
by throbbing of the temples, flushed 
face, e.yhi: «d pulse, ant) other in- 
dlcatlonu ui vapcular e*citoment. 
Headache icEultlng from d&flclcncy -if 
blocU !s Indicated by pallor, uneven 
pulso. and genera! symptoms of an- 
aemia. 

For relief of Iheadache flue to axii'BB 
of blood to the brain, cold applica- 
tions may be made to lihe head by 
means of ice-ibags. cloths wpt with 
cold niter, n- Hie simple appllcAll- n 
of cold water to the head hy means 
of a sponge or the hand. Tlw imir 
shoutd toe well moistened, so that the 
cold water will come In contact with, 
the scalp. The applications must be 
made continuously, otherwise the ef- 
fect of the cold will be to Increase ra- 
ther than diminish the amount of 



blood In the brain. Derivalive appli- 
cations may be made to other parte 
of the body, especially If the circula- 
tion 1b defective tatHese parts, euch as 
warm aitz baths, or leg-batha, or the 
application of the flesh-brush to the 
wihole aurface of the bodiy. 

For anaemle headaehea, warm ap- 
plications should be made to the 
bead, and the patient Fhould swnBow 
a quantity of hot water. Water may 
also be taken to advantage by enema. 
The water should be lntrokluced Into 
the Tjowc3i3 slowly, 90 that it can be 
retained. By the absorption of the 
water taken .through the mouth, or 
by eaiema, the amount of blood la so 
Increased that the blood-presBure in 
the brain la also augmented. The 
simple act of flitting In warm water 
seems to increase the blooa-flow to 
the brain, and often gives relief from 
a distressing headache- 
Sick and Nervous Headaches. — Vflry 
f»w people care ts aidsilt that rhey 
have sick headaches, so they call 
evero'-rhtes of the B imL " nervous neao- 
aches." Sick headaches have come to 
be significant of big dinners and gor- 
mandizing. There la this difference 
between the two : a nervous head- 
ache 1b always a one-sided headache; 
at any rate, usually begins in one 
side, in the sys or roieiieajj, uui very 
frequently extends to the- other side. 
It Ib usually causgd by weak diges- 
tion and a bad stomach. In sick Head- 
ache there la a mass of food in the 
stomach wbJich lias set up decay and 
fermentation, and thus caused acute 
catarrh of the stomach. Im botft 
cases, prevention 1b better than cure. 
For sick headache, slop overloading 
■tiln> H'o-aach and ratine improper food. 
For m-rwoufl headai-he, begin treat- 
ment as soon aa you feel it coming 
on. Go to hed ; shut yourself up In 
a dark room; drink plenty of hot wa- 
ter; keep yourself 'perfectly quiet and 
calm, letting nothing come near to 
disturb you. In a little while the im- 
pending attack will pass away.

Extreme heat will 
destroy the skin; so will extreme 
cold. Hot applications are sUmutat- 
lng to" Che circulation, and for some 
kinds of hesMache will give Immediate 
relief. If cold applications are more 
agreeable, then these are probably 
what are needed. In general, thrco- ■ 
blng headndie, with tenderness and 
eorencCT of the scsJlp. can best be re- 
lieved by hot applications. Where 
one Is suHGrtng with a bursting pain 
In the bead, as If the brain had not 
room enough, 11 is best relieved by 
cold applications to the head, with 
heat to thi< spine and shoulders.
